The Kiiihvay Safe— An Opposition 
without ii Uriovimce. 



Some one has wisely written tbat 
' ' sorrow for past ills dotli restore frail 
man to his firat innocence." On Fri- 
day we took occasion to refor to the 
improved tone of a leading article that 
appeared in our contemporary tuo clay 
before on the liailway question. The 
remarks offered by us vrero few; but 
they were complimentary, for we feel 
sincerely, heartily glad that our con- 
temporary, even at this late day, has 
come to regard the unfortunate Rail- 
way business from the standpoint of 
reason and common sense — that after 
Laving expended much time, ink and 
puuer in active warlnro with Canada 
and Canadians he bus settled down to 
the belief that "poaco hath its victor- 
ies as renowned as those of war," and 
that he is about to deal with the im 
portaut matter in the strain and tem- 
per its gravity demands. As a rule we 
are disposed to regard death-bed re- 
pentances and sudden conversions with 
a certain degree of distrust; but in the 
case before us there is an air of humil- 
ity and sincerity that challenges sym- 
pathy and inspires confidence. In a 
word, our contemporary (wo speak of 
Mr. DeCosmos, of course) has begun 
to put faith in Mr. Mackenzie's pro- 
fessions and has uttered the prediction 
that the railway will be commenced 
"next summer," and commenced, too 
on "Vancouver Island." Our contem- 
porary further assumes that Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's "future railway policy will bo 
ooothing and cheering, * * not de- 
lay but construction." These are bold 
words. For suymg less tho editor ol 
this paper was burned in effigy in front 
of his office; and for upbraiding the 
DeCosmos Walkem Ministry for re- 
jecting the (to the Province) highly 
favorable Edgar terms he was threat- 
ened with a coat of tar and feathers. 
The "fight Mackenzie" policy seemed 
the one absorbing idea of that Admin- 
istration. The Island Railway offered 
in compensation for delays was spurn- 
ed with Bcorn, and the most offoDsivo epi- 
thets were leveled at Mr. Mackenzie and 
bis envoy by the hired press and touteis 
of the Local Ministry. Tho few Island- 
ers who compelled tha adoption of a con 
ciliatory policy and mutual concessions 
were branded as traitors and spies and 
threatened with annihilation. It was 
us-lesa to point out to a f/overnrueut who 
were a» mad as Mureli hares and their 
followers that treasonable hostility 
would imperil not only tho construction 
of the Island line but lhe adoption of the 
Bute Inlet route as well. They left no 
atone unturuod to make this section of the 
Province obnoxious to the Canadian Gov- 
ernment and to cause Canaunus to think 
the only loyal British Columbians resided 
on the lower Mainland. Thero is the. 
authority of the Toronto Globe of contem- 
poraneous date with the visit of Lord 
Dufferin to Briiinu Columbia for the 
statement that tho Bute Inlet routo hud 
then been belected for tho Canadian IV 
cific Railway. What would Huuud judg- 
ment have dictated at that time ? Concil 
iation and compromise and respectful 
treatment oi the distinguished nobleman. 
TJnfoituiiate : y there wusnt-ither; and thus 
another powerful enemy of tlio Isluud line 
and the Bute Iniet route was created, fol- 
lowed by the survoy of the Fraagr route. 

When tho Elliott Government took 
office the Canadian Government had re- 
pudiated tho Cmnarvon terms, and the 
country wan told by the Opposition and 
the Standard that tho new Ministry would 
sell the Railway for a mess of pottage 
provided for the e.-pecial regalement of 
themseivos and fiiends. Frequently since 
the ohunge of government has tho charge 
of Railway-sellers been hurled in tho Min- 
isterial teeth. Mr. Walkem has himself 
declared in and out of the House— at 
Philharmonic Hall— at Kamloops and at 
Westminster that 

"The child jet unbora would not lira to peo tlie 
firat rail of ilio CauadlauPaclflc Kailway laid in Brit- 
ish Columbia," 

"Were evidence that he made this state 
ment demanded a hundred men would 
come to tho front and quoto his words. 
At Kamloops, not content with uttering 
the conviction that, the railway was gono 
irrevocably, he wont so far as to s.iy that 
"Marcus Smith had written tho memorial 
inscription on a stone in Yellowliead Puss 
—"The lastwitita man who will come through 
this Pass.'" Mr. Walkem's organ in this 
city ro-echood Mr. Wul Item's wail. It 
declared in loud capitals "tho railway is 
doomed," and endorsed ovory word of Mr. 
\Valkr>m'x Rpfieoh, Wo had tho honor of 
holding both organ and chief up to ridi- 
cule at tho time. Scarcely six weeks have 
passed away and the explanation of Mr. 
Smith's "memorial inscription" is sup- 
plied by Mr. Walkem's own inouth- 
pioco — oven by Mr. HeCosmos. In 
their eagerness to sow discontent in 
the popular mind, lo destroy public con- 
fidence and damaue tho prospects of the 
country, Mr. Walkem and his organ 
jumped to conclusions; and likethefollow 
whoso vaulting ambition o'erleapod itself \ 
both have fallen on the other side. Ii 
would appear, from tha Standard of Fri- 
day, that Mr. Smith lias recommended 
the abandonment (not of the railway) but 
of Yollowhcad Pass in too IWIty Moun- 
tains and tho substitution of Pino lliver 
Push, so us to bring tho line to Bute Inlet 
and finally to E-quimalt harborl It is 
cloar now" that Mr. Walkem is a falso |u-o- 
phot. ,., 

No new light has been thrown on the 
matior; but it bus been demonstrated be- 
yond tho shadow of a doubt and to Mr. 
DeCosmos' entire satisfaction that Mr. 
Mackonzio means business and that 
Mr. Walkem is wrong. It is much 
to bo regretted that common seiiso had 
not taken Dos^sion of our contempora- 
ry's mind at an earlier period in tho his- 
tory of tho railway negotiations. It would 
have saved much puin and suffering, acri- 
mony and depression in tho Piovineo. To 
show tho wonderful change that has como 
over tho spirit of tho organ's dream in 
the very nhort spuoa of sevon weeks we 
placo extracts from tho sumo journal in 
juxtaposition:—

Now, the Standard is Mr. Walkem's or 
gan. It is also Mr. DeCosmos' proporty 
In the article of Nov 3d it endorsed Mr. 
Walkem's havering about tho embryotic 
infant. In tho article of last Friday it 
smartly raps Mr. Walkem over the 
knuckles and endorses Mr. DeCosmos. 
"Too many cooks spoil tho broth." A 
multiplicity of editors, ouch with a pp 
litioal axo ta grind ,hatb brought tho Stun- 
dard and its faction to grief. In fact, it 
has knocked the only plank tho Opposi- 
tion had to stand upon from beneath their 
feet. ' When it deolaroa its belief in tho 
"early commencement and speedy com- 
pletion" of tho Railway it withdraws tho 
discreditable chargo brought by the Op- 
position against tho Local Government 
with respect to tho Railway, and leaves 
tho Opposition without a grievance. Now, 
there uro members of tho Honso 
who have all along implicitly believed 
that tho Elliott Government hud sold tho 
Railway.

No really independent man iu or 
o;it of tho House can longer withhold his 
support, and the popalur sentiment of 
Island and Mainland will be almost 
unanimously heard in favor of the much- 
abused Local Ministry. Tho doubts 
the friends of Mr. Elliott might havo hud 
of his ability to retain tho confidenco of 
House and country may bo dismissed. 
Tho Ministry will now successfully with- 
stand any shock it may biistain from what- 
ever quarter.

a. Thp Xomtnatloa of Candidates for tho respective 
offices of Ma,»r and; Councill-oiii for the sale) City 
shall take placo at the City Council Ohamhera. 

3. Tho Returning Officer of Yatea Street Ward shall 
on Ilio Second Monday of Jan> ary, 187K, at. hoon, no- 
minate such persons as shall be put iu nomination 
In that behalf Oj some duly qualified voter as can. 
didatpa fur the said offices, aa the c»ko may be. A 
show of hands shall then take place and tha uaid He- 
tiiruluK Officer r-hall thereupon declare which of tho 
eandldati s lor the said offices has or havo been elect, 
ed by the show o. hands.

In caso of a Poll at an Election for 5I«yir or Coun- 
cillois the Vote shall be given by Ballot. 

The Ballot of each voter ►lull consist of a paper 
(In tills By-Law called a ballot paper) showing the 
names and occupation of tho candidates for tho ofllco 
of Councillor. In Yates Street Ward, In addition to 
such ballot paper, thero shall bo an additional ballot 
paper showing iho named and descriptions of the 
candidates foi tho officii oi .Mayor. Baili ballot paper 
shall have a number printed on the back, anil Hhall 
have attached n counterfoil vrlth the same number 
printed outlie face.

tied, shnll la voiil and not counted. 

After the close of the Poll the ballot boxes "hell be 
closed up so as to prevent the insertion of additional 
ballot papers, and shall be taken charge of b- tho 
Returning Officer for Yates iitr,--et Ward and that of- 
ficer ahall, in the presence of such of the candidate* 
us may tie In attendance, or tfielr agents, and of the 
Itcturnlng Ifflcers. open the ballot boxea and ascer- 
tain tlie result of tho poll by counting the votes given 
to each candidate and shall forthwith declare to he 
elected tin candidates or eandidatc to whom the ma- 
lority of votes have been given. 

Whero an equality of votes Is fotiod to oildl be- 
tween any candidates at an election and the addition 
ol a vote would entitle any of ntch candidates to bo 
declared elected, tho lb-turning uttleer shall give 
Mich additional vote, but shall not Iu any othor cale 
be entitled to vole nt an election for which be is lie- 
turning Officer. 

And for the purpose of regulating the mode of pro- 
coduro at such election and of conducting ths said 
Polls, Section One of the By-law entitled "A By-law 
to Regulate the Electiou of a Mayor nnd Councillors 
of the City of Victoria in the year U7S." commencing 
"if any candidate nominated dur ng the tlmo ap- 
pointed," 4jo., together with all the nibsequeut soe. 
tloUB of tho said By-law and Hchcdn'ca thereto op- 
pended, are hereby incorporated with this By-law, 
and shall he rend together with this By-law ns If the 
same had been re-enacted word for word herein nud 
thereby. 

This By-Law may be cltod for nil purposes as 
"The Muuii Ipal Electlona By- Law, IS'B."

The Political History of Canada, 
between 1840 and 1855; Dawson Bros., 
Montreal, 1877. — Bv the Hon. Sir Francis 
Hincks, P. O, K. O. M. G., C. B.— This 
goodly pamphlet of 88 pages sketches well 
and with appareut fairness very important 
events in Canadian history in 'which the 
author himself bore sometimes a loadiug 
and always an important part. With a 
heartiness creditablo to him he clears 
from aspersion tho memory of the true 
reformer, tho lata Robert Baldwin, one 
of Canada's foremost statesmen, always 
calm and steadfast, nlthongh in "times 
that tried men's souls" never rash or vio- 
lent. Such productions as the one under 
notice should bo multiplied while there 
are yet with uh some of the actors in tho 
stirring evenls of Canadian hist ry since 
1837. An impartial political history of 
Canada from that date down to tue Con- 
federation era, 18G7— full and explicit on 
the moro important questions— would be 
welcomed throughout tho Dominion, and 
should also be so in tiie British Isles, 
where it ih time so widely prevalent and 
lamentable ignorance as to Canadian and 
Colonial matters generally, should be il- 
luminated by such works in attractive 
Btyle, as the on» wo from this Dtlima 
Thule- "Young England on tho Pacific" 
— venture to suggest. Sir Francis Hincks 
.has so far done a Kood work. Mon of 
progress in the United Kingdom can profit 
much by studying Oanadiau political his- 
tory for tho last four decades.

Bucharest, Dec. 28. — Priuoe Charles of 
Bkmmauia intends to join tho troops opor- 
ating.ugaiust Wlddon. 

London, Dec. 28.- Tho Advertiser pub- 
lishes tho following in official form: "Wo 
uudei-staud the Sultan has solicited tho 
Bri.ish Government to approach the Czar 
with a viosv to bring about negotiations 
for peace and the British Government has 
consented.'" 

The Advertiser's announcement regard- 
ing the negotiation for peace is officially 
confirmed. 

London, Doe 28. — Tho Post in a lead- 
ing article says tho duty which England 
has undertaken is not embarrassed by any 
basis for settlement of tho war and invol- 
ves nothing more than to test the willing- 
ness of Russia to enter into negotiations, 
the terms of peace being a matter for sub- 
Bequont consideration. 

Bucharest, Dio. 28. — Tho reinforce- 
ments ordered for the Rns-uan army ex- 
ceed a quarter of a million men. Tho 
army of tho Baltic, numbering 90,000 
men, is also being formed. Russia has 
bought 200,000 nllos in Berlin. 

A special from Sofia reports 40 battal- 
ions of Turks arrived at Pirlt. 

Laveletta, Dec. 28. — Ex-President 
Grant, wife and sou arrived hero to-day 
on board the U.S. steamer Vandulia from 
Pnloruio. Salutes wore exchanged be- 
tween the steamer and tho fortifications. 
Win. J. Stevens, consular agent of the 
U.S., first waited on tho General who 
then received a visit of welcome on board 
the Vandalia from tho Port Admiral aud 
Duko of Edinburgh. On tho departure 
of tho Duke salutes were tired and yards 
manned. Gen. Grant will land Sat lrday 
in state and lunch with tho Dukd and 
Duchess of Edinburgh, 

Berlin, Dec. 28.— Tho Emperor seems 
to have npnroved 'ho substuueo of the 
propositions submitted by Bismarck re- 
specting the new commercial and financi- 
al polioy if tho details cau bo satisfactori- 
ly arranged. Thero will bo an incroaso of 
tho indirect taxation aud tariff and an at- 
tempt to place the Prussian finance and 
railway departments under the effective 
control of the Imperial authorities. The 
latter measure, besides makiug tho Ger- 
man government paramouut in matters 
financial, is intended to pave tho way for 
adding to the chancellor's authority in 
other departments and accordingly will bo 
opposed by sumo of tho minor govern- 
ments. The belter to ovorcomo their re- 
sistance by popular and parliamentary 
supports Borne of tho leaders of tho na- 
tional liberal party will probably be re- 
quested to join the German and Prussian 
cabinets. 

It is stated that Mr. Bishop, the Eng- 
lishman recently arrested on suspicion of 
treason, had handed tho Frouoh govern- 
ment some German military papers which 
ho had obtained from u clerk in tho War 
Offico. 

The appointment of M Wnddiagton t ) 
be Minister of Foreign Affairs in tho 
Fronch Cabinet, and Marquis do St Valior 
to bo French ambas-ador to Benin, is an 
earuost of better relations between Ger- 
many und France. Marquis de St. Valier 
is acceptable both for his own sake and as 
tho successor of Viscount do Goutant 
Betou, tho retiriug ambassador, who had 
the reputation of being ultramuniaine 
and certainly was supposed to disap- 
prove of the ecclesiastical policy of the 
Gorman Government. 

Six hundred colliers who wero on a 
strike iu Macclesfield have submitted to a 
reduction of wages. The colliers of 
South Wales agreed to accept a temporary 
reduction of 5 per cent. Tho general 
closing of pits which m*-tors at ono time 
contemplated seems averted. 

London, Dec, 28.— A Berlin dispatch 
says the l<ies' report i-. that Herr Von 
Benda, Modorate Liberal, will euier I he 
Prussian Minis'ry us well as Beui.iugson 
aud Foukinbeek. Tho Cabinet would 
thus be more .-tronftly liberal than any 
which has existed since 1802. 

A dispatch from R ime siys nobody be- 
lieves the pie3ent ministerial arrange- 
ment is permanent. It is said tho King 
has nousoiitod to a dissolution of Parlia- 
ment. 

Paris, Dec. 28.— The Temps sav» th»t

A correspondent telegraphs that Minis 
ter Waddiugton has notified foreign gov 
eruments that the French Cabinet will in 
the event of aconclavo conform to the un- 
derstanding subsisting among the four 
Catholic oowert as regards the internal 
ecclesiastical policy of Franco. It will 
defend tho public worship from those 
wishing to assail them; but will protect 
secular society from olerical onoroioh- 
ineuls. In regard to tho Eastern ques- 
tion M. Waddington thinks France may 
preserve a purely expectant attitude un- 
til tho belligerents havo opened negotia- 
tions and when her opinion is asked she 
will give it with tho candur authorized by

Berlin, Dec. 27.— It is probable that 
Horr Von Bauniugsin and Herr Von 
Workeubeck, speakers of tho Prnssiau and 
German Purliarneu's and eminent mem- 
bers of tho moderate libera 1 party, will be 
ministsrs of finance and interior respec- 
tively. Tho ministry of commeroo will 
be combined with that of agriculture un- 
der Dr. Triedentbrtl Prince Bismarck's 
motive in establishing closer relations 
wilh moderate liberals seems to be the 
wish to form a strong majority for tho 
support of his financial and politicul 
plant. It boing doubtful whether au in- 
orease of direct taxes would be politic 
Prince Bismarck, contrary to tho r* oog- 
juzed financial programme of the liberals, 
intends to resort to indireot imports, 
especially a heavy tobacco duty und ex- 
cise. Probably other mt.tives are con- 
nected with tho cabinet changes which it 
would seem difficult to fathom as yet. If 
tho Emperor approves of tbe appoint 
ments thoy are likely to be announced 
about tho uud of January, when Prince 
Bismarck returns to Berlin.

Pari-, Dec. 2G. — A Russian official dis 
patch says tho steamer Rushland has re- 
turnod to Hohastopol from a cruise in the 
Bosphorns, bringing as a prizo tbe 
Turkish transport s eamer Messina with 
700 Turkish troops on board. 

The French Government has requested 
Don Carlos to lenvo Franco and he has 
started ior tho frontior. 

St Prter-buro, Deo. 27.— Tho Ageance 
Ru*si observes that the English Cabinet 
iu oncouruging tho Porte tn further re- 
sisUnos by convokiug the British Parlia- 
ment earlier than usual will compel the 
Russians to march on Constantinople, 
cauning the precise result which England 
seeks to avoid.
